Death of a Czar 


ENESAW MOUNTAIN LANDIS, shaggy 
symbol and incarnation of the propriety of 
baseball, died the other day.. They called him czar 
of baseball, mostly because czar is a four-letter 
word which fits nicely into sports-page headlines 
and gets the general idea across to the reader. 
His function was to guard the reputation of base- 
ball in the best way possible—by guarding: its 
character. He succeeded and baseball prospered. 
Now the big leagues are looking for a successor 
to their guardian. The ‘“ezar” plan worked, and 
they wish to continue it. It worked because they 
had a man who was unbendable and acceptably 
It will continue to work, presumably, if 
they can find another such man. The system’s 
all right if the man’s all right. In matters of 
human conduct, almost any system will do if its 
personnel will do. 

Among the things which Judge Landis tried to 
guard baseball against was racing. He didn’t 
like the players to bet on the races. He didn’t 
want racing people among the owners of base- 
ball clubs. Let’s not say this was the attitude 
of a narrow-minded man. It was simply the atti- 
tude of a man who knew that he did not want 
to encourage gambling on baseball. 

It is our tradition that all men are equal on 
the Turf and under it. We let in potentate and 
priest, tradesman and tout, banker and bandit, 
royalty and racketeer. We are democratic until 
it hurts. We are not narrow-minded—but who 
will contend that we fare better because we are 
so broad-minded as to let anybody run a race 
horse or a race track? 

The system’s all right if the man is all right. 
This generalization applies to Judge Landis and 
baseball czardom. It applies with equal force to 
racing and its many men. The game is as good 
as its players. Its honor is the honor of its par- 
ticipants. Its reputation is the reputation of its 
people. Racing might be more firmly anchored 
in the regard of the country if it could bar any 
person of whom it would have to be ashamed.

The Hippolympics 


HE English correspondent of THE BLoop- 

Horsk, Mr. V. R. Orchard, in ,an article pub- 
lished in this week’s issue discusses the possibility 
of international races after the war—a discussion 
which in the past has classified many a man as a 
dreamer who needed to be taken by the shoulder 
and shaken until he waked up to the reality of 
things. There were entirely too many hazards in 
special international races to make them worth 
the trouble, we had to explain. 

But the world is changing fast, and it may not 
be long before the old question of international 
races is ready to be reopened. Whether the situa- 
tion immediately after this war will be favorable 
to the development of such contests we may not be 
able to judge until we can view conditions at 
closer range, but it is not too early for the key 
men and ruling bodies of the Turf in many coun- 
tries to begin considering the possibilities. 

In the recipe for international peace—the diplo- 
matic Holy Grail—there is no ingredient so im- 
portant as understanding. In promoting under- 
standing there is no substitute for contact and 
talk and the free exchange of hospitality and the 
little things of which friendships are made. If 
we meet other nations only in the tense atmos- 
phere of the diplomatic parley we shall never 
understand them and never trust them. The more 
nations learn to play together in the same friend- 
ly spirit in which each follows its own sports, the 
broader will be the base of international under- 
standing. Racing is the most universal of sports. 
It is waiting for this role. 

Here we have still another reason for a world 
conference of Turf delegates from many coun- 
tries. It is not too early now to begin the pre- 
liminary planning. For if we are going to have 
international races on a comprehensive scale they 
should be planned with great care, with national 
and regional preliminaries suited to each part of 
the world, and with a climactic sequence which 
would not only provide great spectacles but a gen- 
uine revelation of merit.

The End of It All 


HEN Pimlico closed its gates last Saturday, 

it had a whole new set of betting records. 
On Belvedere Avenue it is the custom to point 
with pride to the purses instead of the pari-mutuel 
handle, but at the same time, as President Harry 
Parr remarked, it’s nice not to have to worry 
about coming out even. If the Maryland Jockey 
Club grounds had not been dreadfully cluttered 
up with horseplayers, there couldn’t have been 
$72,000 in purses on closing day. 

Seven Hearts’ victory in the Riggs Handicap 
was no matter for surprise. Twilight Tear, which 
dropped a race in the mud at Laurel Park, and 
Dare Me, which was the culprit in the same af- 
fair, both got out when the track got wet, and 
Seven Hearts galloped to his field. End of the 
season and all, the Grand Slam colt has to be put 
fairly well up in the handicap picture. Nobody 
paid much attention to him in the West—this is 
a disease one contracts at the eastern tracks—but 
he made a thorough hash of the three fields he 
met at Jamaica and Pimlico. He did not, it is 
true, beat the best of the season’s handicappers, 
but he wound up giving weight and a licking to 
such as Bon Jour, Good Morning, Stymie, Megogo, 
and some lesser lights, and he made it look easy. 
This bystander saw the Westchester and the 
Riggs, and Seven Hearts never looked like being 
beaten, or even hard pressed, in either. 

The revived Pimlico Cup proved to be quite 
a race, with seven starters despite the forbidding 
2% miles. In this connection, it may be noted 
that Jockey Kenneth Scawthorn foxed the boys 
considerably. Who ever heard of anybody making 
his move on the turn into the back stretch the 
second time around in a race at 20 furlongs? 
Well, Master Scawthorn stole some five or six 
lengths at that stage, and then rated Megogo in 
front while the others were waiting to run with 
Bolingbroke. The latter walked out of the gate 
and was six or seven lengths back almost immedi- 
ately; he made a brilliant run at the end to get 
second place, but Megogo was out of reach. 

Trainer John A. Healey has picked up $77,500 
with the Menow gelding this season, to give Capt. 
and Mrs. Harry Lunger their most important vic- 
tories, chiefly at the expense of older horses. He 
came within what I thought was a neck of land- 
ing the Walden also with Alexis, and sent out 
High Command to lead most of the way in a 
Class D race. Trainer Healey’s score for the 
day, incidentally, was four starters, one win, two 
seconds, and a fourth, for a total of $26,950; it 
was a comforting way to end the season. 


Winter Problems 


HE winter arguments in the Lafayette Hotel 

and kindred places, however, will concern the 
2-year-olds. The late season racing really poses 
a neat problem. Free for All, Pavot, Errard, and 
the other speedsters were not in action, which 
makes it a little difficult to guess at the quality 
of the fields engaged. On the other hand, the 
brilliant performers of mid-season did not try to 
get over more than six or 6% furlongs, which 
will not be enough, come next spring.

Last week’s honors went chiefly to Rick’s Raft, 
whose name doubtless means something, but not 
to me. He came up early in the week against 
Kewey Dee and Sir Francis and others, and a 
pretty good horseman who had been watching 
him at Laurel Park commented that he was a 
pretty fair 2-year-old. He won quite handsome- 
ly, but this bystander thought him overmatched 
for the Walden. This proved considerably in 
error, for he was up with a slashing finish. Alexis, 
which he beat narrowly, was giving him three 
pounds, and he ran very gamely also. This ob- 
server, after Alexis’ poor effort in the Pimlico 
Futurity, had receded a little from the good opin- 
ion of him generated in the Futurity Trial and the 
Belmont Futurity, but the Walden suggested that 
the earlier opinion was the right one. As for 
the others, The Doge and War Jeep cut each 
other’s throats, the latter dying first, and Plebis- 
cite did nothing whatever, a distinct anticlimax 
to his good performance in the Pimlico Futurity. 

Among the other 2-year-olds, Brookfield ran 
very well on November 23 to beat Bill Hardey and 
others, and to suggest that he is the best of 
Bimelech’s first crop. Big Party and Bill Hardey, 
racing as entry, gave him the venerable one-two 
treatment, but he outrode both punches. He has 
a pretty good pedigree, being out of old “Knock- 
aney Bridge, the dam of Bloodroot and Brooklyn 
and other winners. 

Leslie Grey and Bertie S., which have been 
around all season, met at six furlongs on Novem- 
ber 21, and the former, by *Isolater—Themesong, 
was the winner. Bertie S., however, had the best 
kind of an excuse. Her saddle slid more than 
half-way down her side in the stretch, so that 
one stirrup iron was swinging under her belly.

Jockey Buddy Mills did a fairly fancy bit of bare- 
back riding to land her third. 

On November 20 an unknown named Equani- 
mous popped down at something like 98 to 1. His 
ownership, on the program, was Clynmalyra, 
which this bystander couldn’t stand for a minute. 
Clynmalyra turns out to be the racing name of 
Mr. and Mrs. Arthur Preece; it is supposed to 
mean “sweet air” in Irish or, if you prefer, Erse. 
Seems like it was the name of one of Lord Balti- 
more’s places in Ireland, and when one of Lord 
Baltimore’s train, one George Carroll, got a land 
grant in Maryland he named his place Clynmalyra. 

Mr. Preece, who has part of Clynmalyra now, 
is a son of Godfrey Preece. He attended the Lex- 
ington Fall Sales last year, along with Rigan Mc- 
Kinney, Ray Cassell, and others, and bought a few 
yearlings, Equanimous among them. The horse 
waited almost exactly a year, and then won exact- 
ly his purchase price, $1,400. He is a son of Un- 
breakable and the Man o’ War mare Serenity. 
Against somewhat better company on November 
25 he was fifth at a mile and 70 yards, but he was 
busily circling his field at the finish, and was 
beaten by three lengths and some heads and noses, 
after getting in all sorts of trouble in the stretch. 


ENGLISH SUMMARY 


NGLAND’S fifth wartime flat racing season 

ended Saturday, November 4, with the racing 
at Windsor. As elsewhere throughout the world 
the year was marked by a definite rise in the for- 
tunes of Thoroughbred breeding and_ racing, 
though of course it was not possible for England, 
lying at the perimeter of the combat zone and 
constantly within the reach of enemy explosives, 
to excel peacetime totals in the fashion of the 
United States. 

Of interest to readers in other portions of the 
world are the seasonal statistics showing the lead- 
ing sires. For the fourth time in nine years Lord 
Derby’s Fairway stands at the top of the list; he 
was also the leader in 1936, 1939, and 1943. His 
studmate the famous Hyperion, which led the list 
in 1940, 1941, and 1942, was a very close runner- 
up this year. Thus for six successive years the 
honor of being the leading sire has been divided 
equally between two horses standing at the same 


‘stud. 


Third on the list this year is Blue Peter, son of 
Fairway; fourth is Nearco, son of Fairway’s full 
brother the dead Pharos; and fifth is Fair Trial, 
another son of Fairway. Bois Roussel, which 
ranks sixth, is a half-brother to *Sir Gallahad 
III, *Bull Dog, *Quatre Bras II, *Bel Aethel, and 
Admiral Drake. “Bahram is thirteenth, and his 
half-brother Dastur is eighth. The leaders ranked 
according to the first monies won by their get on 
the flat:

*Mahmoud, now at the C. V. Whitney farm, 
Lexington, was twenty-eighth on the list with 
seven winners of nine races and £2,207 in first 
monies; his first American crop reached the races 
this year and have had extraordinary success. 
*Easton, another whose first American-bred foals 
are now racing, was credited in England this year 
with four winners of four races and £1,293. 

Leading breeders include Lord Rosebery, 

£9,549; Lord Derby, £8,844; His Highness the 
Aga Khan, £7,851; Prince Aly Khan, £6,713; J. V. 
Rank, £5,386; Miss Dorothy Paget, £5,240; Lord 
Furness, £4,541; William Woodward, £4,538. 
» The Aga Khan led the owners with £13,985, 
followed in order by Lord Rosebery, Lord Derby, 
Miss Paget, Mr. Rank, and Mr. Woodward. 
Frank Butters was leading trainer with a total 
of £17,585, with Jack Jarvis, Walter Earl, Matt 
Peacock, Fred Darling, and Capt. Cecil Boyd- 
Rochfort next in order. 

Among the jockeys the perennial leader is Gor- 
don Richards, who began riding October 16, 1920, 
and has now led the list of riders in number of 
winners in 17 years. In 19438 he passed the fa- 
mous Fred Archer’s record of 2,749 winning 
mounts. This year he had a total of 88 victories 
from 333 mounts (27 per cent), one of the best 
seasons in his entire record. His total number 
of wins now stands at 2,896, and he has shown 
no indication of retiring. Richards, 40 years old 
last May 5, is a comparative youngster among 
leading British riders. Others well up on the 
list of leaders—though none had half as many 
wins as Richards—were W. Nevett, M. Beary, E. 
Smith, T. Carey, A. Wragg, P. Maher, D. Smith, 
C. Elliott, H. Wragg. 

Last important stakes event of the English 
season, run at Windsor on the last day of the 
season, was the 1%4-mile Sefton Park Stakes, for 
3-year-olds, worth £587 to the winner. Odds-on 
favorite and winner by four lengths was the top- 
class Rockefella, son of Hyperion and only off- 
spring of the classic-winning Felstead mare Rock- 
fel. Second in the three-horse field was last 
year’s leading 2-year-old, Miss Paget’s Orestes. 

The regional restrictions which this year pre- 
vented the shipment of horses from one section of 
England to another, except for a sew noted races, 
may be dispensed with in 1945.

International Special in Mexico 


As a prelude to an international special to be 
inaugurated at the Hipodromo de las Americas 
after the war, President Bruno Pagliai of the

Ill. Swynford Group 


LTHOUGH the Swynford group ranks only 

third with a total of 44 names in the first 

ten in the 2- and 3-year-old Free Handicaps, from 

1928 through 1943, as against a total of 76 for 

the Phalaris group and 61 for the Gainsborough 

group, this figure is hardly fair to the quality of 
the Swynford strain. 

In the first place, Swynford himself, foaled in 
1907, was about at the end of his stud career in 
1928, the start of the period under review. In 
the next place, two of the best sons of Swynford, 
*St. Germans and *Challenger II, were exported 
to the United States and have made their entire 
stud careers in this country. As if that were 
not a severe enough blow to the fortunes of the 
family in England, Blandford, probably the best 
son of Swynford at stud, died when he was only 
part way through the stud season at 16 years of 
age. 

The first good stud horse by Blandford, *Blen- 
heim II, was sent to France and after a few years 
was exported to the United States. *Blenheim 
II’s Derby winner, *Mahmoud, was also exported 
to the United States after a few seasons at stud 
in England. Blandford’s unbeaten son, *Bahram, 
made five stud seasons in England and was, like 
other horses of this strain, exported to the United 
States. Still another American importation was 
*Jacopo, the best son of Swynford’s Derby winner 
Sansovino. 

Neither the Phalaris nor the Gainsborough 
strains has been handicapped by the consistent 
exportation of a high proportion of their best- 
class representatives. What the result would 
have been had these high-class horses of the 
Swynford strain remained in England is, of 
course, open to debate. However, there can be lit- 
tle question that the Swynfords must have made 
a vastly better showing. 


Swynford 


WYNFORD was a son of John o’ Gaunt and 

the Oaks winner Canterbury Pilgrim, which 
was in turn a daughter of Pilgrimage, the winner 
of both the One and Two Thousand Guineas. 
John o’ Gaunt, the sire, was a son of Isinglass and 
the renowned race mare La Fleche. While John 
o’ Gaunt won only one race in his life, he was un- 
doubtedly a very high-class horse, having been 
second in both the Two Thousand Guineas and the 
“Thunderstorm Derby.” While John o’ Gaunt 
had bad feet, round joints, and upright pasterns, 
his son Swynford appeared to be all right in those 
respects. However, a portion of Swynford’s stock 
showed these John o’ Gaunt defects. 

Swynford ran only once as a 2-year-old, un- 
placed in the Exeter Stakes. Nevertheless, he 
had been well tried and due to the fact that he 
threw out a bad thoroughpin, his trainer, the Hon. 
George Lambton, did not feel justified in training 
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him seriously until his 3-year-old campaign. The 
early part of that year he must have been a heart- 
breaking proposition. Mr. Lambton has stated 
that although Swynford had done more work than 
any other horse in his stable, in each of two 
trials in the spring he stopped to nothing at the 
end of six furlongs. It was not until ten days 
before the Derby, run about the beginning of 
June, that Swynford put up a good gallop at 
home. However, he ran in the Derby, was quoted 
at odds of 50 to 1, and finished eleventh. During 
the running he had been struck into and the skin 
was taken off his leg from his hock to his fetlock. 

In the St. James’ Palace Stakes of a mile, at 
Ascot, Swynford, receiving seven pounds, finished 
third to Lemberg. Mr. Lambton has written that 
Swynford rolled all over the course coming round 
the turn and that he felt a considerable fool, as 
he had told Swynford’s owner, Lord Derby, that 
he thought Swynford was quite likely to beat Lem- 
berg. In the Hardwicke Stakes, also at Ascot, 
Swynford finally managed to win a race. 

It was then past the middle of June, but Swyn- 
ford had just begun his real improvement. Mr. 
Lambton set him a stiff task in a trial to give 14 
pounds to Decision, the horse that had won the 
Ascot Derby. For a horse that had managed to 
win only one race when in receipt of a lot of 
weight, this was no small assignment. Neverthe- 
less, Swynford won the gallop by ten lengths and 
on his next appearance in public, at Liverpool, 
won in a canter. Swynford was now nearing his 
true stature and, as Mr. Lambton wrote “wore out 
nearly all the horses in the stable.” Swynford 
and Lemberg met in the St. Leger in September, 
run over a distance of almost one mile and seven- 
eighths. With Frank Wooton, then a boy, in the 
saddle, Swynford was in front all the way and 
won by a short head from Bronzino, with Lem- 
berg third. 

The race stirred up a veritable hornet’s nest of 
controversy. The supporters of Lemberg declared 
that Danny Maher had got shut in and had ridden 
a really shocking race. Maher himself was con- 
tent to observe that Lemberg would never again 
beat Swynford in a race of that distance, run at 
a really strong pace. This proved to be the case, 
except for the Coronation Cup the next year, 
which was run at a muddling pace and resulted in 
Lemberg beating Swynford three-quarters of a 
length. However, Swynford reversed this result 
in both the Princess of Wales’ Stakes and the 
Eclipse Stakes. There could be little doubt that, 
though he took a long time to come to hand, Swyn- 
ford was a horse of the very highest class. Mr. 
Lambton told the writer that he considered him 
the best horse that he had anything to do with 
during his long career as a trainer. Considering 
the long list of good horses Mr. Lambton has 
trained, this is hardly faint praise. 

Swynford led the sire list once, was second 
twice, and third once. The average distance of 
the races won by Swynford’s stock was about 1346 
miles. In view of the fact that Swynford’s stock, 
taken as a whole, were not pronounced stayers, it 
is a peculiar fact that Swynford’s 2-year-olds 
were not good. Of 67 colts by him that won, only 
14 won as 2-year-olds, while only 20 out of 58 
winning fillies won at two. When these charac- 
teristics of Swynford’s stock were recognized, it 
Was easy to predict that any good 2-year-old by 
Swynford was more than likely to train on into a 
high-class horse later. 

Swynford’s fillies were, on the whole, of better 
class than his colts. Of his six classic winners, 
five were fillies, to which total another was almost 
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added when Stony Ford won an Oaks in the last 
war, but was disqualified. *Challenger II must 
have had a good chance to win the Derby in 1930 
had his nomination not been voided through the 
death of his owner, Lord Dewar. Tranquil and 
Keysoe rig won the St. Leger. Both of these 
were great, raking, raw-boned fillies and neither 
one Bs: a success as a broodmare. Tranquil 
and Saucy Sue, winner of the One Thousand 
Guineas and Oaks, were both race mares of the 
highest class. 

Swynford’s stock were distinguished for 
strength and robustness rather than refinement 
or delicacy. These characteristics of appearance 
as well as the slow physical maturity can often 
be traced in Swynford’s descendants today. 


Blandford 


HE most important son of Swynford at stud 

was Blandford, foaled May 26, 1919, at the 
National Stud in Ireland. As a yearling he was 
bought at the October Sales by R. C. Dawson, for 
730 guineas. He was extremely upright iin his 
front pasterns and ran only two races as a 2-year- 
old, and two as a 38-year-old, before breaking 
down. As a 2-year-old, at the beginning of June, 
Dawson tried him to be 23 pounds better than the 
filly Malva, which was already a winner and later 
became the dam of *Blenheim II, King Salmon, 
and His Grace. 

Blandford made his first start on June 8, at 
Newbury, at odds of 5 to 2 in a field of 20, win- 
ning by three-quarters of a length. Nine days 
later he was even money in a field of five contest- 
ing the Windsor Castle Stakes at Ascot. Carry- 
ing 129 pounds, he was beaten a neck trying to 
give the winner ten pounds, but he lost some 
ground due to pecking some way from the finish. 
Moreover, Dawson has stated that at that time 
time Blandford was suffering from sore shins. 

As a 3-year-old Blandford’s first race was for 
the Paradise Stakes of a mile and a quarter at 
Hurst Park. He was 11 to 8 and won easily by 
two lengths. He also won the Princess of Wales’ 
Stakes at a mile and a half at Newmarket easily 
by two lengths. Dawson has always been of the 
opinion that Blandford was fully good enough to 
have won the Derby had he been entered in it. 
There is some basis for this belief, because Bland- 
ford, at even weights, was as good as the very 
high-class 4-year-old Franklin, which won the 
Coronation Cup. 

Blandford’s dam was Blanche, a daughter of 
White Eagle (a horse closely inbred to Isonomy) 
and the top broodmare Black Cherry, a daughter 
of Black Duchess, which was the dam of Bay 
Ronald, a late-maturing handicapper but a sur- 
prisingly good sire. 

It is rather difficult to assess accurately the 
racing merits of Blandford’s dam, Blanche. Her 
owner, the opinionated and somewhat eccentric 
Col. Hall Walker, ran her five times as a 2-year- 
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old and five times as a 3-year-old—usually against 
the best competition to be found. Blanche was 
never in the money, but Colonel Walker was ap- 
parently satisfied with her, declaring that she had 
“run well up in good company.” 

Although Blandford had been three times first 
and once a very close second out of a total of four 
starts, breeders hardly regarded him as a first- 
class horse and failed to patronize him strongly 
during his early years at stud. Indeed, Blandford 
owed his early success very largely to the mare 
Athasi, which first produced to him the high-class 
colt Athford, and then the English Derby and St. 
Leger winner Trigo, and later still the Irish clas- 
sic winners Harinero and Primero. 

The Derby victories of Trigo in 1929 and *Blen- 
heim II in 1930 established Blandford as the most 
fashionable sire of the day. Further Derby win- 
ners, Windsor Lad in 1934 and *Bahram in 1935, 
gave Blandford a record of four Derby winners in 
seven years. The only approach to this in modern 
times was Cyllene’s record of four Derby winners 
in eight years. 

In addition to his four Derby winners, among 
which Trigo, Windsor Lad, and *Bahram also won 
the St. Leger, Blandford sired the Oaks winner 
Udaipur and the One Thousand Guineas winner 
Campanula. The best of his other colts were 
Umidwar, Athford, Primero, and Harinero, these 
last-named three being brothers of Trigo. Among 
his fillies, the other good ones included Ankaret 
and Zelina, both second in the Oaks, and Mrs. 
Rustom, a 2-year-old winner of the Gimcerack, 
Dewhurst, and Ham Stakes, and second in the 
Middle Park Plate. 

Blandford was patronized by French breeders 
and, for Baron Rothschild, sired a remarkable 
horse in Brantome, which was never beaten until 
after he had broken loose while being led to the 
race course and suffered a severe fall on a hard 
road. Brantome was reported, on good authority, 
to have been taken by the Germans. His son 
Pensbury was apparently the best 3-year-old in 
France last year. For Edward Esmond Blandford 
sired the brilliant filly Mistress Ford. 

Blandford’s stock were far better 2-year-olds 
than the stock of his sire, Swynford, and the 
average distance at which his stock older than two 
won was 9.68 furlongs—so his stock also stayed 
slightly better than the stock of Swynford. Pos- 
sibly the quicker development of Blandford’s stock 
may be ascribed to the influence of his maternal 
grandfather, White Eagle, a crack 2-year-old and 
a horse of first-class speed, but somew ‘hat deficient. 
in stamina. 

In color Blandford was a rich mahogany brown, 
and he was smaller, with more quality and less 
coarseness, than most of Swynford’s stock. He 
seemed to be something of a compromise between 
the strength, coarseness, and late maturity of 
Swynford and the extreme quality and precocity 
of White Eagle. Typically, Blandford’s stock 
were not large. “Bahram is considerably taller 
than any other son of Blandford the writer has

seen. Many of his produce inherited Blandford’s 
own rich mahogany brown coat color. A few of 
them, such as Windsor Lad, showed the Swynford 
coarseness, but most of them were Thoroughbreds 
of quality. 

During a ten-year period ending in 1938, Bland- 
ford was three times leader of the sires list, once 
with a record total of more than £75,000, and was 
once second, once third, and once fourth. 


TRIGO. This colt won the Derby and St. Leger 
of 1929, and was undoubtedly a good race horse. 
However, he is of no great interest to American 
breeders, as he did not sire a single representative 
in the first ten of the 2- and 3-year-old Free 
Handicaps. Some of his stock have stayed well, 
but have not measured up to the highest stand- 
ards of British racing. 


*BLENHEIM II. Lord Carnarvon, and his fa- 
ther before him, were patrons of R. C. Dawson’s 
stable at Whatcombe. Hence he must have been 
familiar with Dawson’s colt Blandford during his 
2- and 3-year-old days in training, and must have 
known about the high regard which Dawson had 
for Blandford’s racing abilities. At any rate, he 
sent his mare Malva, which had been tried with 
Blandford as a 2-year-old, to be bred to him in 
1926. The result of this mating was the brown 
colt *Blenheim II, bought as a yearling at Don- 
easter by the Aga Khan for something over 4,000 
guineas. 

In due course he was turned over to R. C. Daw- 


son to train. As a 2-year-old *Blenheim II ran 
seven times, winning four races and running sec- 
ond three times. In the principal races he con- 
tested *Blenheim II won the New Stakes at Ascot 
and was second in the Champagne Stakes at Don- 
caster and in the Middle Park at Newmarket. 
He was certainly one of the three best 2-year-olds, 
the others being Press Gang, which beat him 
three-quarters of a length in the Middle Park, and 
*Challenger II, which won his two races against 
more modest company. 

*Blenheim II ran only three times as a 3-year- 
old. He was unplaced in the Greenham Plate and 
the Two Thousand Guineas, and then won the 
Derby. This triumph caused much heart-burning 
among his connections due to the fact that Rus- 
tom Pasha was unplaced. The two colts had been 
tried together at home, after Rustom Pasha had 
shown very good public form and *Blenheim II’s 
races in public had been most disappointing. The 
result confirmed the public form of the two colts 
up to that time, for Rustom Pasha beat *Blen- 
heim II four lengths and left no doubt in the 
minds of all connected with the stable of his su- 
periority. Thus when Michael Beary, first jockey 
to the Aga Khan, was given his choice of mounts, 
he naturally plumped for Rustom Pasha, only to 
have the mortification of seeing—from well to the 
rear—*Blenheim II win the race. 

Dawson was reported to have seen the Aga 
Khan’s colors carried with a good chance of win- 
ning, and to have cheered lustily for Rustom 
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Pasha, so sure was he that if either of his colts 
was in the fight, it could not be *Blenheim II. 

The Derby was the colt’s last race, and he was 
retired forthwith to France. In some quarters 
there was a disposition to think that the winner 
was lucky, and that his owner wished to capitalize 
on his fame as a Derby winner without taking the 
risk of getting him beaten again. Dawson, on 
the other hand, has expressed his regret that 
*Blenheim II did not remain in training, as he 
had found that the colt was a particularly good 
stayer. 

*Blenheim II was typical of the get of his sire, 
in that he was a colt of high quality, a rich ma- 
hogany brown, and no more than medium in size. 
He came to hand early, had very good speed, and 
apparently could stay. His success in the stud 
has been remarkable. 


*MAHMOUD. Among the first crop of foals 
sired by *Blenheim II in France was a grey son 
of Mah Mahal, which was a daughter of Gains- 
borough and the famous flying filly Mumtaz 
Mahal. Mah Mahal had been a moderate winner 
on the Turf, but was destined to make amends at 
stud, for her first foal was this same grey *Mah- 
moud. He was put up for sale as a yearling at 
Deauville, but did not reach his reserve. There- 
upon he was sent over to Trainer Frank Butters 
at Newmarket. Shortly after his arrival the Aga 
Khan telephoned Butters, and asked his opinion 
about the grey colt from France. Butters ex- 
pressed his approval and the Aga Khan asked how 
much he thought the colt would bring at Don- 
caster. The reply must have startled the Aga 
Khan, for Butters said: “About eight thousand 
guineas.” Since the Aga Khan was far more ac- 
customed to paying than receiving such sums for 
yearlings, he concluded he would keep the colt 
himself. 

The first time *Mahmoud ran in public he was 
a non-starter! It happened this way. A large 
field went to the post, and after the start the 
starter hoisted his recall flag, but the advance 
flagman failed to catch the signal. The stewards 
ordered the race re-run, and 12 of the starters 
obtained permission not to go to the post a second 
time. In this group of one-race-a-day 2-year-olds 
*Mahmoud was included. 

*Mahmoud’s next start was for the important 
New Stakes at Ascot, where he ran third to the 
Bossover colt (later named Wyndham), also by 
*Blenheim II, being beaten three and a_ half 
lengths. His next two outings were victories in 
the Exeter and Richmond Stakes, neither one 
being an event of the first importance. Then 
came the Champagne Stakes at Doncaster, which 
*Mahmoud won, defeating the French colt Abjer 
and the Bossover colt. But in the Middle Park 
Stakes, Abjer won, and the Bossover colt beat 
*Mahmoud a head for second place. 

Of the first ten 2-year-olds in the Free Handi- 
cap of 1985 “Mahmoud was the only one whose 
reputation remained intact through 1936. He 
was beaten a short head for the Two Thousand 
Guineas, won the Derby, failed in an attempt to 
give seven pounds to *Rhodes Scholar at Ascot, 
but turned the tables on *Rhodes Scholar in the 
St. Leger when he was a creditable third. *Mah- 
moud’s record leaves the impression that he was 
a good, genuine horse, but hardly a great one. 

If it is permissible to inject an unchecked per- 
sonal observation, the writer believes that the 
American-bred stock of *Mahmoud are superior 
to his British-bred stock, which suggested a de- 
gree of softness and washiness, from which most 
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of his American-bred stock seem to be free. If 
this observation is well founded, how is it to be 
accounted for? 


DONATELLO II. This colt was bred in Italy 
by Federico Tesio, sired by *Blenheim II out of 
the good race mare and great producer Delleana. 
He won all his races in Italy with ease and ran 
second in the Grand Prix at Paris. In this race 
Donatello II was shut in and was gaining very 
rapidly on the winner at the finish, so that most 
observers thought he was very unlucky to be 
beaten. 

He is beginning to make his presence felt in 
the stud, having sired the best 2-year-old colt of 
1943 in England and the winner of the One Thou- 
sand Guineas in 1944. 

Physically, Donatello II is a magnificent chest- 
nut horse of commanding appearance, somewhat 
reminiscent of Man o’ War. 


WYNDHAM. This is the Bossover colt, whose 
2-year-old form was dealt with in connection with 
*Mahmoud. He did not sustain his reputation at 
three. 

Wyndham is now siring successful 2-year-olds, 
but nothing of high quality at an older age has 
yet appeared by him. 

The pedigree on his dam’s side is by no means 
fashionable, his dam’s sire being The Boss, a 
horse which won all his races at five furlongs. 
The next dam is by Rhodesian, a horse which did 
not excel either on the Turf or at stud. 


WINDSOR LAD. Here was a son of Bland- 
ford and Resplendent that was a distinct throw 
back to Swynford in his late maturity and rugged 
bony character, amounting to coarseness. He 
won the last of his three races as a 2-year-old, 
but the form was not too impressive, as he got 
home by a short head from moderate opponents. 
In the 2-year-old Free Handicap he was ranked 
a long way from the top. 

As a 3-year-old things were different. Wind- 
sor Lad swept through the Chester Vase, the 
Newmarket Stakes, the Derby, the Great York- 
shire Stakes, and the St. Leger. His only check 
came in the Eclipse Stakes, where he was beaten 
a length under a ride that was much criticized. 
His 4-year-old form fully confirmed his high 3- 
year-old standard. He won all four starts, which 
included the Coronation Cup at a mile and a half, 
the Eclipse Stakes at a mile and a quarter, and 
the Rous Memorial Stakes at a little less than a 
mile at Ascot. 

At stud Windsor Lad was something of a dis- 
appointment. He sired one very good colt, Wind-

TRACKS AND MEETINGS 


HERE are 1,333 horses registered at Holly- 

wood Park, and just over half of these (667) 
were foaled in California, including 303 in the 
2-year-old division. The blackout of racing in 
the West during the war has so greatly limited 
the opportunities for home-bred horses that the 
split of the Haggin stakes into two divisions at 
Hollywood Park on November 25 was undoubtedly 
pleasing to California breeders and owners. 

The Infinite gelding Realization, winner of the 
first division of the Haggin, was conceived in 
Kentucky and foaled at Norman W. Church’s 
Northway Stud, San Jose, but Sea Swallow, first 
in the second division of the stakes, was bred at 
Charles S. Howard’s Ridgewood Ranch in the 
northern part of the State, where his sire, Sea- 
biscuit, is standing. Sea Swallow is the first 
stakes winner for the famous son of Hard Tack. 

Okana’s triumph in the $25,000 added Argonaut 
Handicap on Thanksgiving Day, after running 
fourth in the Will Rogers Handicap, reinstated 
the Okapi gelding as a leading candidate for 
both the American Handicap, to be run at a 
mile and a furlong on December 2, and the Holly- 
wood Gold Cup, at a mile and a quarter, slated 
for the closing day of December 16. The little 
brown 3-year-old has still to meet some of the 
more formidable eastern opposition for the first 
time. 

Eddie Anderson, the dusky comedian who is 
better known as Rochester, did not have much 
luck with his 2-year-old Ligaro Honey in the sec- 
ond division of the Haggin, but he saddled his 
first winner of the meeting on November 21, a 4- 
year-old maiden named Ricochet, which won at 
20 to 1. 


The Christiana Stable of Capt. and Mrs. Harry 
Lunger, of Wilmington, Del., on the closing day 
at Pimlico, November 25, had its most successful 
day on the Turf, winning the Pimlico Cup with 
the 3-year-old gelding Megogo, a fortuitous pur- 
chase early this season from Hal Price Headley, 
and narrowly losing the Walden Stakes with 
Alexis. If Jockey Kenneth Scawthorn had been 
slightly more alert with Alexis in the closing 
stages, while he had his mount in front, he might 
have stood off the closing rush of Rick’s Raft, the 
first 2-year-old stakes winner this year for Wil- 
liam Helis, leading buyer in the 19438 yearling 
markets. 

The Manly Steeplechase Handicap, of Novem- 
ber 24, resulted in muddling still further the se- 
lection of leading jumper of the year. Rouge 
Dragon, which ran second to Mrs. F. Ambrose 
Clark’s Royal Archer, is the top money-winner in 
his division, and has performed better than any 
of his opponents when his high handicap is taken 
into consideration. “Burma Road, as dual winner 
of the Grand National and Temple Gwathmey, has 
been most consistent, but has yet to prove his 
ability to handle the fences with such imposts as 
were assigned Elkridge and Rouge Dragon most 
of the season. 

Pimlico’s fall meeting was the most successful 
in the association’s history. On the final day a 
new betting record of $1,906,014 was established, 
surpassing the previous high of $1,758,588 wager- 
ed on Preakness day last spring. <A total of $22,- 
314,190 was bet at the 22-day meeting, a daily 
average of $1,014,280. 


Florida winter racing was all set to resume on 
a full schedule with the opening of Gulfstream 
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Park, on December 1, for 20 days of the sport. 
The track 17 miles north of Miami has not been 
in operation since its ill-fated inaugural meeting 
in February of 1939, which ran only four days. 
Shortage of eqquipment necessary to stage the 
coming meeting required the management to im- 
port chairs from the defunct Epsom Downs course 
at Houston, Texas, the Puett starting gate from 
Thistle Down Park at Cleveland. The lamented 
lack of pari-mutuel ticket-selling machines has re- 
duced the possible betting to an estimated maxi- 
mum average of $550,000 a day, according to 
track officials. 


A bit of fanfare is planned for the first race 
on opening day, as the popular Mucho Gusto, now 
in the stud at Stefan H. Zachar’s Golden Shoe 
Farm, eight miles from the Hallandale course, is 
slated to lead the field to the post. 


Gold Cup Entries 


The release of the list of 39 nominees for the 
$75,000 added Hollywood Gold Cup, to be run on 
December 16, reveals that five of the horses 
named are California-bred and 23 are California- 
owned. Two fillies were nominated, the 4-year-old 
Happy Issue and the 3-year-old Whirlabout, the 
latter one of 16 of her age nominated. The senior- 
ity ranking belongs to the 8-year-old gelding Mar- 
riage, which will probably be one of the top- 
weights of the field when weights are assigned on 
December 10. The five California-bred horses 
named for the rich stakes to feature the closing 
of Hollywood Park’s 34-day meeting are Phar 
Rong, Jade Boy, Vain Grove, Bizerte, and Gold 
Mike.

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greater renown, the English-bred *Paperboy, the 
Australian invader *Reading II, and the famed 
Marriage, winner of many a struggle when the 
stakes are high, and favorite of the crowd gath- 
ered to witness the fray. 

But young Okana met old Marriage on equal 
terms, by the weight scale, gave concessions to his 
12 other opponents, and emerged triumphant 
without permitting any rival to get close to him 
except in the closing stages of the battle, when 
Lou-Bre moved up to finish at his heels. Not 
quite so close to Lou-Bre was *Paperboy, which 
remained far removed from the thick of the fight 
until the stretch run. Both *Ended and Phar 
Rong had challenged Okana earlier, and the for- 
mer had been the first to fall by the wayside, but 
Phar Rong remained in the midst of contention 
even after *Paperboy moved around him. The 
veteran campaigner Marriage was a disappoint- 
ment; he never got beyond the middle of the field,

Rouge Dragon may not be voted the top steeple- 
chaser of 1944 when the year-end polls are 
counted, because of his failure to win either the 
Grand National or Temple Gwathmey, but his 
consistent gameness in carrying high weights of 
160 pounds or over, his ability to complete the 
course without falling, plus his largest earnings, 
$39,015, should bring him many ballots for the 
honor. In his previous start at Pimlico, the Bat- 
tleship Steeplechase Handicap, Rouge Dragon 
could not quite withstand the bid of Ahmisk 
(144), and lost by a length. In the Manly, the 
sturdy gelding was under strong restraint in sec- 
ond position while Royal Archer held a command- 
ing lead until the final drive on the flat. Gradual- 
ly Rouge Dragon gained on the leader, but was 
half a length short of catching him at the wire. 
Six lengths back, Invader, another of Mrs. F. Am- 
brose Clark’s three color-bearers in the race, fin- 
ished third, a length before her other representa- 
tive, Raylywn. “Burma Road, coupled in the bet-

Gwathmey, with 139, but he ran fifth in the Manly 
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under an impost of 148 pounds. Ahmisk, as- 
signed 150 in the Manly, lost his rider at the ninth 
fence. Elkridge, with a handicap of 161 pounds, 
was scratched. 

Royal Archer, foaled at Brownell Combs’ Belair 
Farm, near Lexington, on March 26, 1937, was 
sold at Saratoga as a yearling in the consignment 
of W. E. Caskey, Jr., for $2,900 to Grainger 
Gaither, buying in behalf of Mr. Clark. Again at 
Saratoga in 1941, before he had ever started, 
Royal Archer was sold in a paddock sale to William 
Post for $3,000, but he has raced only for Mrs. 
Clark. In 1942 he made two starts, and in the 
second of these won the Belmont Spring Maiden 
Steeplechase, his only other stakes victory besides 
the Manly. Last year he accounted for one race 
out of six starts, but previously this season the 
gelding had won five races. In all he has started 
22 times, won eight races, finished second six 
times, and has earned $24,565.

In its first running since 1930, the Pimlico Cup 
was stretched out from 2% to 2% miles for its 
1944 revival. Seldom had a race been run at the 
longer distance at the Baltimore course since Bal- 
linkeel set the mark of 4:31°%4 in 1874. By win- 
ning in 4:20%, the surprising Megogo not only 
smashed the old Pimlico mark but lowered the 
American record of 4:22, set by Big Ed at Santa 
Anita Park in 1940. 

The noted distance runner Bolingbroke, which 
is to join the stallions at Coldstream Stud next 
year, was topweight of the field, sharing favorit- 
ism with Harford, winner of the Grayson Stakes 
and Governor Bowie Handicap earlier in the 
meeting. Megogo, which won the Potomac and 
Washington Handicaps at Laurel Park, in the 
meantime had finished far back in the Pimlico 
Special and Riggs Handicap, and found himself a 
13-to-1 outsider. 

Pyracanth went out for the lead, accompanied 
by Stymie, while Lord Calvert, Momo Flag, Me- 
gogo, and Harford pursued a middle course, and 
Bolingbroke brought up the rear, after breaking 
poorly. As the field came through the stretch for 
the second time, Jockey Scawthorn was moving 
with Megogo so fast that he was well in front on

William Helis was the leading buyer of Thor- 
oughbred yearlings at auction in 1948, and also 
one of the most extensive private purchasers as 
well. When Rick’s Raft, which Mr. Helis had 
bought privately from Henry H. Knight before 
last year’s summer auctions, won the Walden 
Stakes, he became the first 2-year-old stakes win- 
ner this season for his New Orleans owner. The 
Peace Chance gelding previously had won six 
races, but had not placed in a stakes. His per- 
formance in the Walden put him among the more 
prominent candidates for next year’s classic races. 

War Jeep swiftly went to the front, but became 
engaged in a costly pacemaking duel with The 
Doge around the first turn. On the back side 
The Doge moved into command and Alexis dis- 
placed War Jeep for second position.

porter of the Haggin Stakes. In the overnight

STUD NEWS 


Bolingbroke at Coldstream 


NNOUNCEMENT was made this week that 

Townsend B. Martin’s Bolingbroke, one of 
the most genuine stayers of recent years in Amer- 
ican racing, would be retired to the stud in 1945 
and would make his first season at Coldstream 
Stud, Lexington. The 7-year-old son of Equi- 
poise made his last start in the Pimlico Cup 
November 25, finished second to the 3-year-old 
Megogo, and added $4,000 to his earnings. He 
will be unwound under the direction of Trainer 
Walter Burrows and is to be sent to the farm in 
Lexington, probably late in December. His stud 
fee has not yet been announced. 

One of the four $100,000 winners got by Equi- 
poise during his brief career as a stallion, Boling- 
broke is a bay horse, foaled in 1937 at the late 
Joseph E. Widener’s Elmendorf Farm, Lexington, 
out of the Fair Play mare Wayabout. He failed 
to finish better than third in any of his nine starts 
at two, but in his later years repeatedly demon- 
strated his prowess in distance races against 
horses of the highest class. In six seasons he 
ran 68 times, won 14 races, was 10 times second, 
16 times third, and earned $161,270. 

Bolingbroke’s wins included three victories in 
the 1%-mile Manhattan Handicap at Belmont 
Park; in the second of these, as a 5-year-old in 
1942, he defeated Whirlaway and set a new Ameri- 
can record of 2:27%5, under 115 pounds. He won 
the Saratoga Cup (1% m.) at five, and at six he 
took the Whitney Stakes (1% m. in 2:02 on a 
sloppy track) and New York Handicap (2% miles 
under 124 pounds). This year at seven he cap- 
tured the Saratoga Cup for the second time and 
won the two-mile Jockey Club Gold Cup. He 
placed in numerous rich handicaps, including a 
third to Bay View and Mioland in the 1941 Santa 
Anita Handicap, one of his three starts as a 4- 
year-old. 

The acceptance of Bolingbroke to stand along 
with *Bull Dog, “Heliopolis, Reaping Reward, and 
Coldstream is a departure from Coldstream Stud’s 
usual policy of standing only its own stallions. 
His stud career will be watched with more than 
ordinary interest because of his relationship to 
the great Equipoise and his unusual distance- 
running record. 


Mucho Gusto 


Stefan H. Zachar, Miami Beach architect, 
whose Thoroughbred nursery known as the Gold- 
en Shoe Farm is located at Davie, Fla., is now full 
owner of the stallion Mucho Gusto standing at his 
stud near Miami. 

The 12-year-old son of the *McGee stallion 
Marvin May out of Sweetheart Time, by Han- 
bridge, had been purchased jointly in March of 
1943 by Mr. Zachar and Frederick C. Peters from 
Mrs. J. M. Hubbard, of Anchorage, Ky., and 
shipped to Mr. Zachar’s farm, after making his 
first season at Mrs. T. M. Murphy’s Golden 
Maxim Stud near Louisville. Mr. Peters, owner 
of a 4,500-acre estate near Fort Lauderdale, Fla., 
recently transferred his breeding stock to the 
famous Hamburg Place, near Lexington, a portion 
of which he has under lease. 

Mr. Zachar reports he is expecting four or five 
foals in January from the popular race horse’s 
first Florida crop. No outside mares were bred to 
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Mucho Gusto this year, but Mr. Zachar is offering 
the services of the stallion to mares meeting his 
approval. 


Bobby Sweep to Montana

sor Slipper, which was unbeaten as a 2- and 3- 
year-old in Ireland, where he has now gone to 
stud. In addition, he sired Happy Landing, the 
second best 2-year-old colt of 1943. 

Windsor Lad’s stud career was handic apped by 
an infection in the head which made it impossible 
for him to fulfill his stud duties for some time, 
and which finally resulted in his death in 1943. 


*BAHRAM is a bay or brown son of Blandford 
and Friar’s Daughter, a filly which had the dis- 
tinction of being the first animal to run, though 
in a private trial, with the famous Mumtaz 
Mahal. The year *Bahram was foaled her son 
Dastur, by Solario, was running second in all 
three of the classics for colts. She bred other 
good winners and proved to be a broodmare of the 
first class. 

It was July 21 before *Bahram appeared in 
public, in the National Breeders’ Produce Stakes 
at Sandow n Park, the richest race of the season 
for 2-year-olds. His odds were 20 to 1, while his 
stable companion Theft, the winner of ‘the Wind- 
sor Castle Stakes at Ascot was quoted at 5 to 2. 
(In England each horse runs on his own merits, 
animals from the same stable not being bracketed 
as an entry.) Though Theft was set to give 
*Bahram nine pounds, it was thought he could do 
so as he had won a high-class race and was thor- 
oughly wound up, while *Bahram had not even 
been formally tried at home. The race produced 
an astonishing result, as *Bahram wore down 
Theft in the last hundred yards and won by a 
neck. There was some pretty brisk criticism 
handed out by the backers of Theft. 

This was the only close finish in which *Bahram 
was concerned in the five races he ran as a 2-year- 
old and his four races as a 3-year-old. The three 
classics he won easily, but he hung a little in the 
St. James’ Palace Stakes at Ascot. His jockey, 
Freddie Fox, has written that he gave him 
nothing like the feel that day that he did in his 
other races. 

Although many of the critics of British racing 
have been inclined to belittle *“Bahram’s stature 
as a race horse, saying that he beat an inferior 
lot of competitors and that they have seen many 
greater horses, his trainer, Frank Butters, has no 
doubts about * Bahram’s class. He told the writer 
that he regarded *Bahram as decidedly the best 
horse he bad trained. 

*Bahram made five stud seasons in England be- 
fore he was exported to this country, and sired 
two horses in the front rank in Big Game and 
Turkhan, both of which are at stud now. He also 
sired a good 2-year-old filly in Mah Iran, and got 
Persian Gulf, a late-maturing horse which has run 
well as a 4-year-old in 1944, 


TURKHAN. This son of *Bahram and Ther- 
esina was among the first crop of foals produced 
by his sire. His dam had been a good race mare 
and producer, having won the Irish Oaks and 
other races. Her dam was Teresina, another very 
good race mare and producer. She had won about 
£10,000 and produced a string of stakes winners 
including *Gino, Alishah, ete. 

Turkhan was unplaced his first start, but next 
time out won the Coventry Stakes at Ascot. At 
Goodwood he was second by a short head for the 
Ham Produce Stakes, and ran unplaced in the 
Middle Park Stakes in the autumn. 

As a 3-year-old he began the season badly, 


- 
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running unplaced in the Craven Stakes, Two 
Thousand Guineas, Newmarket Stakes. Then he 
was second in the Derby, and won the Irish Derby. 
In the autumn he won the St. Leger from his 
stable companion Stardust. However, it is only 
fair to say that the field for this race was hardly 
up to classic standard. His record is that of a 
good colt but not one of the very highest class. 


BIG GAME. This is a really magnificent-look- 
ing son of *Bahram and the crack race mare 
Myrobella, the best 2-year-old of her year. He 
was bred at the National Stud and leased to the 
King for his racing career. Fred Darling, his 
trainer, had him ready in April, and he won a 
small race at Salisbury, to be followed by two 
other victories in minor contests at the same 
place. In July he went to Newmarket and beat 
Watling Street four lengths for the Coventry 
Stakes, over five furlongs. At the end of August 
the same two colts met for the Champagne Stakes 
over six furlongs. This race showed the shape of 
things to come, as Big Game won again, but only 
by a short head. Hyperides was third, two lengths 
away. 

As a 3-year-old, Big Game first won a small 
race at Salisbury, and then took the Two Thou- 
sand Guineas by four lengths from Watling Street, 
the same margin by which he beat Watling Street 
in the five-furlong Coventry Stakes the year be- 
fore. This race showed that Big Game was about 
the same colt at a mile as a 3-year-old as he had 
been at five furlongs as a 2-year-old. 

In the Derby, at a mile and a half, Big Game’s 
limitations were brought to light, and he could 
finish no better than sixth. He was not started 
for the St. Leger, but won the Champion Stakes 
at a mile and a quarter in the autumn against a 
field which did not include Watling Street. 

Thus Big Game won all his races except when 
he was thoroughly searched for stamina in the 
Derby at a mile and a half. He must be put down 
as a very brilliant horse up to about a mile and 
a quarter. 

Big Game went to stud in 1943. 


UMIDWAR. The Aga Khan bought the bril- 
liant French race mare Uganda, winner of the 
French Oaks, and St. Leger equivalents. For him 
she produced Ukrainia, winner of the French 
Oaks; Ut Majeur, winner of the Cesarwitch under 
a big weight as a 3-year-old; Udaipur, winner of 
the English Oaks; and Umidwar, a full brother 
of Udaipur, both being by Blandford. 

Umidwar was a late foal, and was given only 
one race as a 2-year-old, the Hurst Two-Year-Old 
Stakes, which he won in November. During the 
winter following he is reported to have wrenched

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his back, and never to have recovered completely 
from it. To some extent this may account for 
the variance between his tall stable reputation 
and his irregular performances in public 

He made no show in the Two Thousand Guineas 
or the Derby, for which he started second favorite. 
He was second in the Eclipse Stakes, beating 
Windsor Lad, and won a race at Goodwood, beat- 
ing Lo Zingaro. In the St. Leger he was again 
unplaced, though Lo Zingaro was third. In the 
autumn he won the Jockey Club Stakes at a mile 
and three quarters and the Champion Stakes at 
a mile and a quarter, beating Lo Zingaro decisive- 
ly each time. 

At stud, Umidwar has been handicapped in 
that his owner possessed other horses which were 
more highly regarded, and in that he himself was 
not the most fertile of stallions. In spite of these 
handicaps, however, he has made a showing in the 
tables which is comparable with some of the most 
highly regarded stallions of the Swynford strain. 

Umidwar is a stallion of medium size and fine 
quality, having the same sort of robustness and 
vitality that Blandford possessed. 


UJIJI. This son of Umidwar is out of There- 
sina, the dam of Turkhan. He was a better 2- 
year-old than Turkhan, winning his first three 
starts and running second in the Middle Park 
Stakes to Sun Chariot, and beating Watling Street 
which hardly ran his true race. Running Sun 
Chariot to three lengths was about all anybody 
succeeded in doing. 

As a 3-year-old Ujiji won two races and ran 
third for the Derby. With Big Game and Watling 
Street out of the way next year, Ujiji was the 
best horse in training and won the Gold Cup 
and other races.

SANSOVINO. With this bay or brown son of 
Swynford and the renowned producer Gondolette, 
Lord Derby had the pleasure of winning the first 
race for the Derby which his family had captured 
since the eighteenth century. Sansovino was 
more precocious than most Swynfords, and won 
both his 2-year-old races, the Gimcrack Stakes and 
the Ham Produce Stakes. In his 3-year-old form, 
he was third for the Newmarket Stakes; won the 
Derby in terribly heavy ground where his great 
strength served him well; won at a mile and five 
eighths at Ascot; and was unplaced in the St. 
Leger. As a 4-year-old he beat the good colt 
Diophon a head at a mile and was second in the 
Coronation Cup to *St. Germans. 

Sansovino’s stud career was not a total failure 
as the tables show. Nor was it an unqualified 
success. In his last years he was not heavily 
patronized. 

Since Sansovino has been dead for some years 
and his best son *Jacopo has passed his entire 
stud career in the United States, it is not very 
likely that anything more of Sansovino’s male 
line will be imported. 


At this point, upon the completion of the 
synopsis of the “big three” sire lines in England 
today, it may be helpful to present a summary 
showing their relative standings with respect to 
the cream of the horses during the 15-year period 
under review. The following table deals only 
with the top three in the 2- and 38-year-old Free 
Handicaps. It shows how many horses from each 
line have occupied the first, second, and third 
places during that time.

New Orleans Condition Book 


Racing Secretary Julius G. Reeder has issued 
condition books covering the first 15 days of the 
75-day meeting at the Fair Grounds, New Or- 
leans, which begins on December 23 and continues 
until March 24.

Leading Sires of 1944 


ONDON, November 4.—The flat racing sea- 

son came to an end at Windsor today and 
there will be no more sport until March or April 
of next year. Fixtures have not been announced 
yet, nor will they be for some time. There is 
a fairly strong probability that there will be a 
little sport under National Hunt Rules; there 
were, in fact, considerable hopes that fixtures 
might date from Boxing Day, December 26, but 
these, for the moment, are slightly receding. 

A personal view—and I have no authority for 
the statement—is that the Government was so 
confident in mid-September that the war in 
Europe would be over this year that they were 
willing to promise almost anything. Subsequent 
difficulties encountered in France and Holland 
have tended to dispel the wave of super-optimism 
which began to spread through the country in 
the autumn. The average citizen is resigned to a 
prolongation of the struggle until the New Year, 
and that certainly seems to be the official view. 
Government departments, especially (as far as 
racing is concerned) the Ministry of Transport, 
do not presumably act on impulses, but the evi- 
dence is certainly that some of the sternest offi- 
cials were temporarily carried away with the en- 
thusiasm of the moment. 

Lord Derby’s grand old stallion, Fairway (1925) 
is once again the leading sire; this is the fourth 
time he has occupied that position. I have not 
worked out the exact amount which his stock has 
won in stakes, but it is round about £15,500. This 
is, of course, a ridiculously low sum, attributable 
to the reduced number of races we have had and 
to the drastic cuts in wartime prize money. Any- 
way, he has 17 winners of 32 races, including the 
Two Thousand Guineas, which was won by his 
daughter, Garden Path. His winners include five 
2-year- -olds; none of these seems to be of much 
account, but there are plenty of little Fairways 
in training of w hich we may hear more next year, 
when they are 3-year-olds. 

It may interest readers to see how the leading 
sires stand in order of the number of races (not 
stakes) won. Stakes hardly mean anything at 
all, nowadays; it may also be borne in mind that 
the little races, as a rule, are harder to win than 
many of the big ones.

Stream, but there is also a beautiful filly called 
Sweet Cygnet (Hyperion—Sweet Swan) bred by 
the late Lord Portman. Our great stallion—we 
regard him almost as a national property—is also 
the sire of the splendid 3-year-old Rockefella 
(Hyperion—Rockfel), the property of Sir Hugo 
Cunliffe-Owen. Rockefella has been wrong nearly 
all the year, but he was got on to a race course 
again in the late autumn, when he won three 
races in immaculate style. He is a beautiful little 
horse, and it is a minor tragedy that he was un- 
able to compete in the classic events of his year. 

Nearco, as sire, is brilliantly successful but, 
somehow, he seems unable to get a stayer. He is 
the sire, this season, of the brilliant and unbeaten 
2-year-old, Dante, of a very nice 53-year-old, His 
Excellency, and several more, but there is not a 
sign yet that he is going to get anything to stay 
a Derby course. The most I can prophesy for 
him next year is that he may win the Two Thou- 
sand Guineas with Dante, but even that is not 
certain. 

Panorama will not interest you so much, except 
that he is a great-grandson of Orby and so des- 
cends, of course, from Rhoda B. He was a grand 
sprinter in his day and, it may be remembered, 
ran with great success in Mrs. Corrigan’s colors. 
He now belongs to Viscount Adare and lives in 
Ireland, but is much used by British breeders. 
Twelve of his winners are 2-year-olds, but two of 
his 3-year-olds—Pamphilos and Grande Corniche 
—are smashers. 

Precipitation is a horse which is getting much 
better recognition of late. One of the few repre- 
sentatives of the Barcaldine line (he is by Hurry 
On, by Marcovil, by Marco, by Barcaldine), he 
was a fine stayer in his racing days; yet he is 
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getting fast horses, 2-year-olds included, and will 
get better still when he moves into the super- 
stallion class, as I am sure he will. 

Fair Trial, like his sire, Fairway, gets winners 
of all types. He has one of the fastest 2-year- 
olds, Isle of Capri, one of the best intermediate 
horses, High Chancellor, and several first-class 
handicap horses. One of his 2-year-olds, Lord 
Astor’s Court Martial, should develop into a 
classic candidate in 1945. 

Dastur’s best winner was Umiddad (out of 
Udaipur), winner of the Gold Cup. He is stand- 
ing in Eire and gets a lot of winners in that 
country. I do not think he will ever be as good a 
sire as his own sire, Solario, and you know how 
he compares with his half-brother, “Bahram. He 
remains, none the less, a very good, quality sire 
and, incidentally, is well represented in the 2-year- 
old department this season. 

Blue Peter, a beautiful horse, has bridged the 
important period which now enables him to be 
represented by 3-year-olds. This is his second 
season to run. Considering that he has contrived 
to be the sire of our Derby winner, Ocean Swell, 
it is safe to assert that he has made a wonderful 
start. I cannot honestly predict a particularly 
good season for him next year, none of his now 
2-year-olds being quite in the top flight. Even 
so, there may be some that will come on a lot 
between now and next season; after all, his son, 
Ocean Swell, was a nondescript type in his first 
season. 

Solario, now 22 years of age, has three out- 
standing winners. These are Shahpoor (winner 
of the 1943 Jockey Club Cup and now destined 
for the stud), Historic (our very best distance 
handicapper), and the colt out of Tornadic. This 
last named youngster, the property of Miss Paget,

THE BLOOD-HORSE 


is one of the most promising 2-year-olds of the 
season, rather like his sire, and full of promise.

with the only possible exception of Rockefella. 


The Changes Ahead 


ONDON, October 26.—It is extraordinary how 

adaptable we are. The quality is accentuated 
in war time, when all sorts of people are sub- 
mitted to incredible hardships and feats of en- 
durance and still survive. Changes in our way of 
living have been so violent in many cases, so pe- 
culiar in others, and yet we have taken them all 
in our stride. The result is that people are won- 
dering whether anything will be the same again. 
Will we ever establish a steady way of living after 
the war and, if so, will it resemble in any way 
the sort of life we used to lead? 

I am considering, for example, to what extent 
our English racing activities will change in the 
next few years. We have been so unbelievably 
conservative that, in spite of the radical planning 
which is now afoot, it is hard to imagine that 
our racing ways are really going to be different. 
It must have been quite ten years ago, for in- 
stance, since I was the guest of the Doncaster 
Racing Committee at an annual function held at 
the Mansion House there. A magnificent plan of 
the race course of the future was laid before us. 
We were fascinated by drawings of the wonderful 
new stands which were to be built; we marveled 
at the boldness of the plans for making new ap- 
proaches to the course; we pondered over the 
airfield which was to accommodate the planes 
from London and Edinburgh and Paris. (I don’t 
think we had provided for New York or Buenos 
Aires—they seemed rather far away at the time.) 
Anyway, it was grand. 

Nothing happened and, as far as I am aware, 
nothing of any importance had been done prior 
to the war, except that a start was made with 
constructing the new road approaches. Now, of 
course, the war has clamped down on any build- 
ing operations not connected with the war effort. 
In other words, we are as we were. But now we 
are living in an age when nothing seems to be 
impossible. Airfields appear where yesterday 
there was nothing but jungle; great harbors are 
built in weeks and are towed across the sea. 

These are physical things, but changes of habit 
and thought are effected just as quickly. It may 
be that within a year or two of the conclusion of 
hostilities we shall have entered on a completely 
new way of racing. I am, personally, ashamed 
of the conditions under which we race at present, 
and I only hope that the many Service visitors 
we have had from U. S. A. will not go home with 
too bad an opinion of our ways. I assure them 
that much of the discomfort they have suffered 
has been due to war causes. 

There will be some terrible bust-ups, at any 
rate as far as this country is concerned. Young 
men returning from the wars will want everything 
done in a hurry, and it will not be practicable. 
The big commercial interests in football, pony 
racing, and especially in greyhound racing, will 
move far quicker than the Jockey Club and _ will 
afford far better facilities for their clients. That 
will not matter very much, because racing is 
too well established for it to be threatened by 
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No. 23 family.

other attractions. I am perfectly satisfied that 
our envisaged racing reforms, however long we 
may have to wait for them, will be so sound that 
they will be worth waiting for. There are pro- 
gressive elements in the Jockey Club as well as 
the ultra-conservative elements. 


On International Racing 


HAT is important—and this will take time 

to bring about—is the question of interna- 
tional racing. I think that our authorities will 
have to take a broader view of the possibilities 
of this aspect of the sport than has hitherto been 
the case. In many ways we have been more ad- 
vanced than other countries in this respect, be- 
cause all our races are open. We have had the 
pleasure, too, for many, many years, of welcom- 
ing visiting horses from most parts of the world. 
Men like William Woodward, J. E. Widener, and 
our many French friends have all raced their 
horses here, and have made a big contribution to 
the general cause of internationalism. 

We, on the other hand, have been slow to take 
advantage of the many kind invitations you have 
extended to our owners in the way of sending 
over our horses for your big events. It has always 
seemed more difficult, somehow, to send a horse 
East to West than West to East. Now this, I 
feel, must be altered after the war. I think we 
are agreed, on both sides of the Atlantic, that 
international racing ought to be developed—in 
spite of the lessons we have learned from the 
Olympic Games, which have left more sorenesses 
behind them than they have healed. I do not feel, 
in my heart, that international racing will make 
a scrap of difference towards improving the breed 
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of the race horse: you will always think you have 
the better horses and we shall always think that 
ours are the best. But the matter goes deeper 
than that. 


We have all got to get on together, somehow. 
Somehow, our many disagreements have got to 
be composed. My considered view—and I have 
discussed it with men in high places—is that the 
race horse is a most marvelous link between men 
of good will. Even in family quarrels at Christ- 
mas or at funerals, the men will usually sneak 
off to discuss the prospects of some coming racing 
event; they may even disagree violently about 
their pet horses, but they always part friends. 
So, I feel in my bones, we must, somehow, pro- 
mote and encourage international racing, by which 
I mean not only inter-U. S. A.-British racing, but 
racing between all the civilized countries. 

The difficulties are considerable. Our programs, 
like everybody else’s, are framed to cover the 
racing careers of our own horses from their 2- 
year-old days to the adult stages. We may, occa- 
sionally, send a Derby winner to Ascot and then 
on to Paris for the Grand Prix. It would not be 
so simple to fit him into an international race, 
whether it was staged in Kentucky or, for that 
matter, on any other American track. Will the 
aeroplane supply the answer? That is what re- 
mains to be seen.
